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1. New bonbsights, which can also be used as gunsights, have recently been 
introduced into Czechoslovakia. These sights, of unusually great precision, 
are made by the Zeiss Works in Jena. Czech fighter planes are now equipped 
for use in close combat with new 20 ma and 37 mn guns which operate on the 
gawe basis as the rocket guns produced by the Germans during World War IT. 

The rocket explodes after travelling a distance of about 400 yards and the 
fragments in turn explode when they come in contact with a solid body or with 
other fragments. During the explosion, yellow smoke can be observed. ; 


2, About 600 single jet fighters have been delivered to the usecnosiovan aruy 
as cf May 1950. ‘The planes sre being produced in the Eastern Zone of Gernany, 
probably mainly in the former Junkers factory in Vessau. The factory there 
was not damaped during the war and is said to employ about 12,000 workers.

New widerground hangara for some 50 aircraft have been under construction 
since the beginning of 1949 (see Attachment T), and this project is to be 
coupletad by the fell of 1950. The hangars are supposed to be bomb-proof 
and planes will be taken in and out by elevators, Underground bomb-proof 
gasol-ne storage tanks with a capacity of 16,000 gallons are also being 
constructed. The construction is to be completed by July 1950. 


Eight VEPL (sic) anti-aircraft guns and an observation tover with searchlights 
and m.chine guns afford Uunti-eiveraft defense for the field. Nine Messerschmitt 
Me-lOCFs and five Focke-Wulf Fu 190s are available for patrols in the area of 
Olomouc and the Austrian border. At least two and generally threes planes go 
into the air topether daily.
